DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 29-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Montag et al. (EP 0477027, provided herein). 

Montag discloses an extruded film comprising, as sole layers, at least one layer 
comprising polyphthalamide of hexamethylene terphthalamide/adipamide and SBS 
rubber impact modifier which can be functionalized with maleic anhydride and additives 
such as lubricant, copper salt and antioxidants (page 4, line 35 through page 6, line 58, 
page 7, lines 25-43, page 10, lines 6-29).
